In discussing tax questions In Ken- 
tucky and elsewhere, frequent refer- 
ence Is made to the “general property 
tax." This la the kind of system 
Kentucky has In force. It Is the sys- 
tem that la In force In most of the 
states. 

Briefly, the general property tax la 
a uniform ad valorem tax levied upon 
all classes of property alike, regard 
less of the nature, of the earning ca- 
pacity or of the tangible or intangible 
character of the property. The taxing 
authority of a state, for Instance, will 
levy a tax of 00 cents. This tax Is to 
fall upon every kind of property alike. 
Everything of value, whether real es- 
tate. money In ban.., notes, bonds, 
mortgages, shares of stock, live stock, 
wagons, carriages, jewelry, furniture, 
any sort of personal property, or fran- 
chises of corporations is called prop- 
erty and must pay this tax. This is 
the general property tax The general 
property tax is, therefore, the levying 
of a uniform ad valorem tax on all 
property for all purposes. 

As distinct from this system is the 
system of classifying property, raisiug 
state reveuues from one kind of prop- 
erty. county revenues from another 
kind of property and city revenues 
from still another kind, and also the 
raising of revenues by special taxes 
of various kinds The argument in 
the tax world today is between these 
two systems of raising the public rev- 
euue.

If a piece of property 
located in the city is taxed for one 
purpose, it must be taxed for all If 
It is a property-earning 6 per cent re- 
turn to its owner, It must pay the 
same tax :u property earning 20 per 
cent. It it is a kind that can be re- 
moved or hidden it is taxed the same 
as real estate — if it can he found. No 
distinction is made on any account 
whatever; all property must pay the 
same rate. 

This sounds like a very fair system, 
and in theory, It is fairness itself. But 
Its Operation, iu the oplniou of those 
who have studied the question, not iu 
Kentucky only but in every state m 
the Cnion. has not borne out the? 
promise made for it The system has 
been abandoned iu B-.-nn*} Ivania, Con- 
necticut, Delaware, New Jersey, Wls- 
cousin. Oregon, and partially in a num- 
ber of other states. The rapid ten- 
dency of the states is to get away 
from it, as impossible and impracti- 
cable Nearly every state that has a 
tax comnti*sion lias declared itself 
vety frankly on this question. A large 
number of states have within the last 
f< w years apppolnted tax commissions 
to carefully study the methods of rais- 
ing public revenues and. almost in- 
variably. the reports of these commis- 
sions have denounced the general 
property tax system, the system that 
we have in Kentucky, as being absurd, 
impossible of enforcement and uujust

There 
should lx- an amendment to our con- 
stitution which will allow the leglsla 
lure to separate the sources of r« v* - 
nue — that l*. to raise the state reve- 
nue from «tTtaiii classes of property, 
leaving other class. ' of property to 
be tax' d for local purposes only. 

"It has been argued by aoine that 
this would throw too mm h jiower Into 
the hands of the leglslarure. Should 
such an amendment prevail, then 
would It devolve upon the voters of 
the state to pay stricter attention to 
the selection of their representatives 
than lias obtained lit tho past In both 
city and country 

"The Kentucky State Development 
association and other organizations 
have honored the Grange by placing 
upon its Joint committee on taxation, 
a member of this order as represen 
tative of the agricultural Interests of 
the state, and It la Important that the 
views and demands of the farmers be 
clearly defined at this state session. 
It la recommended that thla body 
promptly and emphatically take ac 
tlon In favor of Just and equitable 
revenue laws, and for the establish- 
ment of an official tax commission, to 
be composed of five member; -four 
representing respectively tit* great 
Industries, agrb ulturo, manufacturing, 
mining and commerce, and a fifth 
member, noted for the highest Integ- 
rity aud for superior legal ability.

CAUSES OF SUICIDE 



In the electrical world one hears I 
and rc»d» a great deal about "watts 
The current is measured by watts j 
the machinery is rated by watts, 
lamps burn by watts. To the ordinary | 
layman all this talk of "watts" is as! 
mystifying as the death of the late 
Alt hood of Swat. 

The mail to whom we owe the idea 
ol the horsepower was a Scottish in- 
ventor, .lames Watt, and when the 
electric unit involving the idea of 
working capacity came tn be formu- 
lated the name of Watt was chosen 
to indicate this unit, ju-t as that of 
Volta has given us the term volt and j 
Faraday the farad. 

Watt considered that taking the 
average, a London dray horse was 
capable ol doing the work of lifting 
33,000 pounds through one foot of 
distance in one minute of time, a 
gainst gravity. The introduction of 
this time limit, the minute, gave the 
unit of power or the rate of perform- 
ing work. This or its equivalent 
has ever since bce.i called a hor»e- 
powei. 

The electrical unit called the watt 
i» capable of being represented in 
term- of the horsepower, »ud in that 
form it is perhaps more intelligible 
fn those who are familiar with mech- 
anical rather than with electrical ex- 
pressions. The electrical watt is the 
product of volts multiplied by amperes 
where the volt is the unit of electrical 
pressure and the ampere is the unit 
measuring the density or Volume of 
an electrical current. 

Careful experiment* have demons- 
trated that Tt*i watts p< r second, are 
equal to 500 foot-pounds per second, 
or to state the equation in its usual
